The holy season of Advent, which begins today is rich | 
in Liturgy. It is a Liturgy of prayer. Prayer is light and 


nourishment and life, because it brings us into touch with 
Him Who is our Light, our Nourishment and our Life. The 
Liturgical Prayers of the Church are the most efficacious 
prayers, the most pleasing to the ear and heart of God. It 
is a great privilege for a Catholic to unite his petitions with 
those of the Church. Our Divine Lord taught us to say 
“Our Father.” because we pray to Him as the common 
Father of us all. For over a thousand years the Church 
prayed in her temples seven times during the day and seven 
times during the night. She did not pray alone. The people 
kept her company and delighted in the mysteries of the 
Divine Liturgy. It is a pity that Christians have forgotten 
the holy vigils and the mystical hours. Divine service had 
been curtailed even before the rationalism of the sixteenth 
century. Seldom do we now see the magnificent solemn 
Ritual of the Church carried out in all its splendor. The 
people will not attend because they cannot appreciate. They 
must have a short low Mass on Sunday. It must be cele- 
brated at a late hour and above all things there must be a 
very short sermon. 

We would that the exhortation of the Apostle to the 
first Christians might find response in our day: “Let the 
peace of Christ rejoice in your hearts; let the word of Christ 
dwell in you abundantly, in all wisdom, teaching and ad- 
monishing one another in psalms, hymns and spiritual can- 
ticles, singing in grace in your hearts to God.” It was in 
the Liturgical prayers of the Church that the holy Doctors 
of the early ages and the venerable Patriarchs of the desert 
acquired that spiritual knowledge and tender devotion which 
they have left us as treasures in their writings. Streams 
of light and love poured into their hearts during those long 
hours of psalmody. From them the Seraphic Bernard im- 
bibed that wonderful unction which runs like a stream of 
sweetness through all his writings. The hidden manna, 
which is ever so fresh in the Imitation of Christ, that inex- 
pressible charm and tenderness of the sainted Louis Blosius, 
was won from the daily use of the Sacred Liturgy. The 
Christian soul is the bride of Christ. It should be possessed 


with a love of prayer. In prayer she will find that clear 
water which springs into everlasting life, the water that 
flows from the fountains of the Saviour. In prayer the 


Christian soul enjoys a heavenly interview. Like the Royal 
Psalmist, it may say: “My heart hath uttered a good word: 
I speak my works to the King.”

Against Union of Church and State 

“Union of Church and State may 
be an ideal condition in a country 
that is wholly Catholic. It is not 


practical or desirable in America, and 
if it were referred by the United 
States Government to the people, the 
Catholic hierarchy and the Catholic 
‘laity of America would unanimously 
ivote against it. The constitutional! 
guarantees of religious liberty are 
‘sufficient for American Catholics, and 
they neither need nor want a legal 
union of Church and State ‘in this 
happy country of ours,’ to quote the 
words of Theodore Roosevelt, ‘where 
religion and liberty are natural allies.’ 

“Notwithstanding the Catholic doc 
itrine of the mutual independence of 
Church and State, certain organiza 
itions in our country contend that the 
Catholic Church is not smeere. What 
ishe grants in theory, they say, she 
‘denies in practice. America estab- 
lishes schools for the children of the 
‘Republic. The Catholic Church builds

'makes a divided nation.’

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LITURGY LESSON 


Here is some more about the 
Altar, children. You have often 
seen the Priest or altar boys 
putting up a long cloth before 
the altar. It hangs from the 
table of the altar to the platform 
of the altar. This should be the 
same color as the vestments 
worn by the priest, but often it 
is put out only for Mass for the 
dead, or Requiem Masses. If 
the front part of the altar is 
very beautiful already, this 
cloth is not always hung. It may 
be a very beautifully decorated 
cloth, and usually has a cross or 
some ornament in the center. 
Later on we will tell you about 
the meaning of the different 
colors of this rich cloth. 

In the center of the altar, 
standing on the table is the 
“tabernacle.” The word taber- 
nacle means “tent.” It is simp- 
ly a box or chest fastened there 
in the center of the altar and it 
contains the sacred vessels in 
which the Blessed Sacrament is 
kept. This tabernacle may be 
made of wood or stone or metal. 
As a rule every priest tries to 
have the most beautiful taber- 
macle he can afford, because
